•tumor. The ceremonies took place 
on a platlorra erected by the citizens 
of Frankfort in the State House yard. 
An immense throng ol people wit- 
nessed the ceremonies. The military 
and civic displays were grand. 
Promptly at twelve o clock the oath j 
of office was administered by chiel 
justice Holt. 

The new governors cabinet is: 1 
James W. Headly, of Louisville, Sec* 
retary of State; Col. S. A. Kerman, 
of Graves county, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State; Oapt. A. J, Gross, of 
Breckinridge county, Adjutant Gen- 
eral; Mr. A. I>. Brown, of Hender- 
son, has been offered the private 
Secretaryship, but has not yet ac- 
cepted.

“1 here make the vow to cooBe 
crate to the faithful discharge of my 
official duties all of the powers of my 
mind and energies ot my body, in- 
voking the guidance ci Almighty 
God and the charitable judgments o 
my fellow citizens upon my acts, 
begging Kentuckians to have faith 
always in the rectitude of my inten- 
tions. 

“In so far as is committed to me 
the guardianship of the rights ot the 
citizens and honor of the Bute, 1 
shall keep vigilant watch, and dis 
charge my official duties in a way 
that 1 shall believe will best ptomote 
the public welfare and I shall act 
without fear or lavor. I intend to 
do what I believe to be right, with- 
out any selfish regard to conse- 
quences. 

“The welfare of a free State de- 
pends upon the maintenance ot the 
supremacy of its laws. To the law- 
abiding these laws are a shield; to 
the malefactors they should be a 
«word. The certainty of punishment 
for crime is the surest restraint ol 
the vicious.

kinds. Of pulled wools, it is s.,id. 
stocks in tho leading maikcts :,ro at this 
fin unusually light, rad manufacturers 
ure finding it difli ult to obtain a supply 
Aceordtiig lo Bno'.-trect’s we ure al- 
most entirely dependent for wools of 
this deset ipti n on our own production, 
as our imji. i tutions of them are very 
email, the majority of these coming in 
on tho skins, in which condition their 
value is a secondary and not a primary 
consideration. Pullers, since the first of 
the year, have been kejit unusually 
busy and re^irt that they have had a 
smaller number of skius during the past 
year than for several prove us year* 

As stated by the authority above 
quoted, t irzuerly the major part of our 
pulled wool was produced in the east, 
but since sheep begun to be slaughtered 
in tlio west instead of being shipped 
alive the industry lias rapidly declined 
In the east, particularly in New York. 
It is further said that Armour and Swift 
each pull about 3,000 skins a day. and 
that Swift has increased the capacity of 
his factory so that hereafter the output 
will be about 8,000 skins instead of 
000 as beietofore. 

One additional reason which may be 
given for the present scarcity of tbaae 
wools In eastern markets is the increas- 
ing consumption in the middle state*. 
Swift reports that about four- fifths of 
the wools pulled in his factory last year 
were taken by western manufacturers.

virgin soil of thi* country is so much 
•uperior to that of many other countries 
that luO pounds of it will g further to 
sustain the strength of workingmen than 
1.10 pounds of wheat from Australia and 
other countries. 

The obj i t of cultivating wheat then 
Is to incri ,:n' the quantity of gluten, and 
the application of manurafor this pur- 
ls isc has not yet lieen definitely settled. 
The fertilizer that will produce the heavi- 
est cr- p ol wheat does not always pro- 
duce the greatest amount of gluten. 
Virgin -oil. however, is the soil, when 
cultivated, that contains the essoutlals 
for predneiug a high percentage of this 
constituent, and anything that will tend 
to Keep tho soil up to this standard is 
good. 

A groat deal also depends upon the 
wheat. That tho west is specially 
adapted by the character of tho soil for 
wheat growing may tie shown by a curi- 
ous result of sowing foreign seeds there. 
Tho round varieties of wheat contain a 
less amount of gluten than the elongated, 
but wln-n these same round seeds are 
sown in the soils of tho west they gradu- 
ally become elongated, increasing tho 
amount of gluten as they change in 
shape. Flour made from wheat noh in 
glntcn is never the whitest, but it has;
